Ms. Forrest, the tragedian, arrived in the pa-kel ship Poland last Saturday, 
from Havre, after an absence of two year! Since he left his native shores, he 
has mingled in the gay festivities of Paris,—has been a “ pilgrim of the Rhine," 
and a toyapeur down the Danube,—has looked u[>ou im)x-rial Schoenbrunn. and 
perchance frightened Prince Metternich from his propriety at the sight of a sturdy 
republican,—has left the “cloud capp'd towers and gorgeous palace*" of Berlin 
and the Germanic Confederation far behind,—has bathed in the gentle waters of 
Geneva, and inhaled the spirit of heroic Tell on the glaciers ol Switzerland,— l«as 
traversed the raging Baltic, and dropped, a tear for ill-fated Poland,—and standing 
on the lofty parufxt of the Kremlin at Moscow, has surveyed from its giddy height 
the sacred city of the mighty Autocrat of all the Russia*. Keeping “due onwards 
to the Propontie and the Hellespont,” he has sailed upon the bosom of the Golden 
Horn at Constantinople,—crossed the Euxine, and wandered over a portion of 
Asia Minor, with many an “ inkling of adventure" by the way-side,—sailed 
down the Bosphorus, through the Greciun Archipelago, and revised his “ travels’ 
history " in the “ bright clime of battle mid of song," not fairgetting to hob and 
nob with young King Otho, us clever a ft-llow. for a king, as was ever taken to 
or taken off by his subjects,—wuited upon the Po|>e a! 9t. Peter’s, without kiss¬ 
ing his toe, und thought of “ Roscius when an actor m Rome,"—coursed along 
the Appian way. or contemplated tin. Hippodrome w hile lingering beside sa¬ 
cred grove or classic fountain,—*nw the Bridge of Sighs, half encircling, lily a 
bracelet, an arm of the Bride of the Adriatic wiilmut a sigh, save for some fair 
Brlvidera “in his mind’s eye ’—examin'd with the air of n connoisseur the 
numberless productions of the Mister arts of painting and sculpture in the Floren¬ 
tine Republic, and forgot the modern world of Nuples in hi" admiration of the 
relics of Herculaneum and Pompeii, without a thought of the “ Three Last 
Days " ol the latter, which has rnude Miss Medina famous, and Hamblin a for¬ 
tune,—gazed ujion "the cloud by day, and the pillar of fiie by night," emitter! by 
Vesuvius, and “ gm-ssed ’ if Old Hays was properly introduced among the Laz- 
zaroni, there would lx- a s alter ng am mg their dry-bones.—found Mount Ble.nc 
any thing but blank, while on “ high Olympus" the gods were “ not at home,"— 
snw Trijmli und Algiers to be reminded of the gallant Preble ami chivalrous 
Decatur,—saw the birth-place of “ the mighty Corsican” iu the distance, and 
farther off the dark embatt!: it: rs of Gibraltar,—t/oss-d the Alps over the 
Simplon of one destined to be more renownrd in the archives of Time than Han¬ 
nibal of C'arthoge,— rambled among the vine-clad hills of sunny France, nor 
rested until, surrounded with the enduring monuments of departed greatness, he 
at length paused beneath the antique turrets of Westminster Abbey. Whiling 
away a weary hour m the Boar's H»d of E tstch-ap, an 1 quaffing his old Oeio- 
b* r U-neath the rafters that so often rang to the joyous revelry of Ben Jonsori. 
and the merry roysterersof the olden time, he howtd himself reverently before the 
shrine of the immortal Shakspeare at Strntford-upon-Avon, and buying doffed 
his " sandal-shoon and scallop-shell, at length returned to " his own, his native 
land, a wiser, if not a better man. Untainted by the frivolities of the old world, 
—enabled to appreciate a birth-right of freedom by a comparison with a life of 
servitude,—enriched in mind, with conceptions enlurged and perfected by travel, 
and a taste cultivated and refined,—imbue i with a keener sense of the sublime and 
luauiiful in nature and art,—with ;i spirit enkindles] with the inspiration lingering 
among the scenes of the by-gone triumphs of the great masters of the Drama in 
foreign climes, and prouder than ever in claiming the title of an American, Mr. 
Forrest has returned to meet a cordial welcome home, at the hands of his admiring 
countrymen. 

Mr. Forrest has not appeared upon the stage rince he left New York, ami ns 
he is obliged by an engagement at Jones's English theatre at Paris, to return 
there in October next, it is a matter o:' some doubt whether he will play at all 
during his stay here, tiiough it is hoped he will yield to the pressing wishes of his 
friends for a limited number of nights. “ Where is Forrest going to play ?” is a 
question in every one's mouth, that is easier asked than answered. The mana¬ 
ger that secures him may depend upon a house-warming wherever he goes. It 
will b« a wondering novelty to the guy Parisians to see a Yankee assumir*# •>■• 
sock and buskin of Talnv* »*» • u *' (,i orttr France! Ere his return, the 
boards of the London Drury will probably be the scene of a display of his im¬ 
passioned energies, and wc hazard the prediction, thstas "the proud representa¬ 
tive of Shakspenre's heroes," as well as that of Damon, Spartacus, and Meta- 
mora, he may exclaim with Richard, “ Now are our brows bound with victorious 
wreaths.' 

N. P. WILLIS AMD HIN CRITICS. 

Wc are well known to our readers as having been the steadfast admirers of 
Mr. Wii.i.is for a scries of years, and that during his sojourn abroad, we became 
zealous and unflinching in our advocacy of his claims on the admiration and the 
fostering patronage of his countrymen. In this cause wc were almost alone. 
So thoroughly had his jealous and malignant detractors poisoned the public mind 
ugainst him and his writings, that it seemed the general sentiment of the Ameri¬ 
can press, (lint Wii.i.is was merely a cockney scribbler, of great pretensions, but 
of feeble capacity, and the puerile anthor of some nnmby pumby verses. While 
even the English press was enthusiastic and almost unanimious in its expression 
of praise, and commending him and his writings to the British public, there were 
those to be found among the conductors of the American press, who were equally 
industrious to create a bias, and covertly to malign and destroy his reputation in 
the eyes of those who should have been the first and (voidest to vindicate his 
merits. Wr have wutchcd the progress of this outrageous spirit, dtod have now 
and then bad ample opportunity to scrutinize the shallow and wicked motives 
tkat have instigated his detractors in their ruthless course. In every case that has 
come under our observation, it was easy to trace the sneering scofl'sund the scan¬ 
dalizing notices of his popular productions to a.deep-rooted hatred of the man, 
and u most sensitive jealousy of his rapid and uninterrupted ascent to the “high 
places ” of English literature. 

But sneers, and ribaldry, and detraction have failed to produce their desired 
offices In spite of this “ levelled malice," the writings of our young author have 
at last made their wuy into the hands of bis own countrymen, and we now hear 
but one voice of admiration and of honest pride, that America possesses among 
her talented sons the author of Melanie, Pencilling shy ike Way, and Inklings of 
Adnnturts. 

But while the reading public is thus enthusiastic in its reception of these de¬ 
lightful volumes, the critics, with sullea doggedness, preserve a most unworthy 
silence, or announce the publication of them in a style of such meagre commenda¬ 
tion, that no mortal would suspect the works in whose liehalf they are so chary 
of their praise have been the admiration of the British nation, and have called 
forth a magnanimous acknowledgment of their worth from those who were most 
interested and most disposed to censure and detract. 

Now, why is it that American critics treat an American author with such 
marked discourtesy ? Why withhold from the author of the three most popular 
works of the post year even such poor favor as they eagerly bestow on the most 
ephemeral production of the day I Why does the Knickerbocker “ keep back," 
and the American “ give not up!" Why is the Philadelphia press interested 
in defaming and reproaching such additions to sterling literature I Why are the 
Bostonians turning up their noses at the only young man they posses who has 
reflected distinguished honor on the vaunted literary institutions of their city U 
Why does the old aristocracy of Boston, and the saplings and suckers thereof, 
imagine it u moot point in what manner it becomes them to receive and cherish 
a gifted son of genius 1 Why are the zanies and witlings of the proas generally 
discharging their gall and venom on productions they never read, and could not 
comprehend ? We could answer each and all of these several queries one by one, 
and yet escape the imputation of "the cunning diviner of other men’s motives." 
But, kind reader, we will not inault your understanding so much, nor give "this 
army of martyrs ’’—these truculent defamers, a peg whereon to hang an accusa¬ 
tion. 

No living author can better afford than Willis to give "ample verge and 
scope " to the puny endeavors of an interested knot of critics and author* to do 
htm injury, or conceal hi* merit* Since the publication of his labors for the last 


four years, in a readable shape, they have fallen into the bands of the true tribu¬ 
nal of hia literary merits, and we know nothing of the taste and eandor, anc 
justice of the American people if they do not reverse the judgment of his pusil¬ 
lanimous American Reviewers, who so reluctantly award him that consideration 
conceded him iri England by hie declared enemies, and so promptly acknow¬ 
ledged by the impartial criticism of her Reviewers, and the admiration of her 
entire reading community. 

MARIA FOOTK’S CHILDREN. 

Some months since a lugubrious atory appeared in the Sun, relative to a child 
residing! with a widow lady of lew circumstances in this city, thut was said to 
be one of Miss Foote's by Colonel Berkeley. The story which was headed with 
the caption of “ Romantic Incident in Real Life," or something like it, turns out 
to be a son of moon hoax, as we predicted at the time. The whole affair was 
done up in Mr. Locke's best manner, und appeured soeinbued with truth, that we 
were almost inclined to credit it. Here's The Albion’s refutation of the gratuitous 
charge:— 

“ Colonel Berkeley.— A statement some time since appeared in some of the 
city papers, affirming that the children of Colonel Berkeley and Miss Foote had 
been abandoned by their parents, and been brought to this country by a poor 
woman of the name of McDerinot, who was supporting them by her own indus¬ 
try. It was subsequently stated the children consisted of a boy and a girl, and 
that the boy died on llte passage over. This report having found its way across 
the Atlantic, attracted the attention of Colonel Berkeley’s friends, and we have in 
consequence been requested to declare that the statement is entirely without foun¬ 
dation. A letter before us, dated London, 20th May, contains the following :— 
•Col. Berkeley hod by Miss Foote two daughters, (no son,) they bear the 
somewhat fanciful und euphonious names of Una and Undine, und ure at this 
moment dwelling with every comfort, and even luxury, nt Cheltenham, underthe 
care of a governess of irreproachable character, in their own house, and under 
protection oftheir father. They are accomplished, and will be liheruliy provided 
for at his death. As the writer of these remarks has seen the young Judies in 
question within a month, and has heard of them within n week, it is not probable 
that either of them has died in the disguise of a boy on board ship, or that the 
other is indebted to Mrs. McDerntot for subsistence in New York.’ 

We do not at all pretend to deny that Mrs. McDerinot lias been snddled with 
the children of some heartless parents, but we think it is abundantly clear that 
the children are not those of Col. Berkeley. It is well known to every one in 
England, acquainted with Col. Berkeley or Miss Foote, that the former has al¬ 
ways discharged the duties of a father in the most affectionate and liberal 
manner.” 

Mrs. Pierce Bltlrs, (late Miss Fanny Kemble,) is understood to be the au¬ 
thor of the article in the lust number of tlm North American Review, upon the 
Dramatic Works of Victor Hugo. If so, Mrs. B. is the best contributor to thut 
number. The urtiele in question is one of the few which run lie read without 
drowsiness. Here is un extract, which favors the impression that the writer is. 
at least, u woman:— 

“ We have another strong general objection to make against M. Hugo's works 
—Ins women. What is the reason thut be. invurtably makes such mTu^litv wo-’ 
men his heroines ? In almost every one of his malpositions, we are brought into 
company with ladies whose principles are so very lax, that, in spite of M. Hu¬ 
go’s assertion that Ins plays are moral, we cunnot help thinking thut they ltuve 
very little chance of remaining so, unless he cuts out all his female characters • 
they are enough to corrupt all the rest ol the dramatis persona. Such of his he¬ 
roines us are the daughters of his fancy, are by imi menus so correct as we should 
like our daughters to be, und his historical selections are vet more unfortunate - 
Lu.-retia Borgia, Marion de Larme; why not Nell Gwynn; why not Ninon de 
L'P.uclos ? The catastrophe which winds up the career of the latter, is altogether 
a subject after M. Hugo’s taste; we Wonder it has hitherto escaped bein» made 
into a moral play by htm. We recommend to him, among the other peculiarities 
of Shakspeare, to meditate upon his female characters; and to learn under what 
aspects it is that a woman claims our sympathy, our love, our admiration, and 
our veneration; and he will not then write book* which no honest man or wo¬ 
man can rend without indignation ut the libels on female nature, which he lias 
thought fit to perpetrate in them. 

As no society can be pure, in which the women ure not chaste and holy, so no 
book can be moral in which the delineations of female character are vicious. In 
spite, therefore, of M. Hugo’s assertion, and of the precision with which he has 
squared out tlie moral of Lc Hois' amuse, as an illustration of that assertion, we 
beg to assure him that his books are immoral: for his women are worthless, and 
that is enough. ’ *
